Dial-A-Ride Millage Renewal 
Question on August Ballot 


Today’s article is the first 
in a three-part series of inter- 
views with Mr. Robert Chap- 
pel, Chairman of the Crawford 
County Transportation 
Authority Board. This inter- 
view examines the various 


revenue sources of the Craw- 


ford County Dial-A-Ride 
system. Dial-A-Ride is curren- 
ily being supported locally by 
a 3/4 mill issue which expires 
late this summer. 

In response to questions, 
Chappel stressed that the 3/4 
mill being sought represented 
a renewal and not an increase 
for local taxpayers. 


“The Ballot Language on 
the renewal issue will be exac- 
tly the same as that of four 
years ago. The Board believes 
that, barring a drastic in- 
crease in fuel prices, the Dial- 
A-Ride system will be able to 
provide a levei of service, for 
the next four years, compara- 
ble to that currently being 
provided, while remaining 
within the 3/4 mill budget,’ 
he said. 

“The cost of 3/4 mill is 
$0.75 for every $1,000 of 


State Equalized Valuation. 
Thus for the average property 
owner, whose SEV propably 
runs in the neighborhood of 


$20,000, the cost would be 


$15 per year.” 


Chappe! was also asked if 
there weren’t sources of State 
or Federal monies which could 
be used instead of local 
property tox fo support the 
Dial-A-Ride system. Chappel 
responded that the focal 
system, as with all public 
transit systems, is already 
being subsidized by both State 
and federal! participation. 
However, this State and 
Federal participation is contin- 
gent upon local funding and 
cannot be used to substitute 
for it. 


Chappel went on to explain 
that the Diol-A-Ride system is 
currently running within bud- 
get. Furthermore, at current 
expenditure levels, the fiscal 
year 83/84 degree of finan- 
cial support from each of its 
income sources is expected to 
be: Federal 22% , State 36% 
plus capital «= equipment 


(buses), Local 29% and Fare 
Box revenues 13%. 


When asked about the 
sources of the State and 
Federal monies coming into 
the Crawford County Dial-A- 
Ride system, Chappel ex- 
plained: ‘’Nine cents of 
Federal tax is attached to 
every gallon of gasoline and 
diesel fuel sold in the country. 


Of this nine cents, three cents 
are earmarked for local public 
transit systems. In a similar 
fashion State participation is 
an earmarked portion, 8% of 
license plate fees and sales 
tax on automotive related 
parts and accessories. There 
is one more aspect of this 
which local taxpayers may 
want to keep in mind. That 
being, that local taxpayers 
are paying a portion of the 
State and Federal taxes being 
used to subsidize local public 
transit systems. The only way 
any of this money will ever 
come back into our community 
is if we continue to support 
the local Dial-A-Ride 
system."

Biggest Purse Ever 
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AuSabie Marathon Offers 
$11,500 in Prize Money

The 37th annual AuSable 
River Canoe Marathon — 
named the Budweiser AuSable 
River Marathon this year for 
the new sponsor -— will offer 
the largest amount of prize 
money in its history. 


A total of $11,500 will be 
awarded to racers in the pro- 
fessional class. The winners 


will take home $1750 out of 


$10,000 handed out to 
finishers. In addition all the 
professional racers will also 


have a shot at $1500 in 
“sprint money.’” 

The first three canoes in 
the water after the running 
start will split $250. The first 
three or five canoes with 
fastest times from Stephan 
Bridge to Wakeley Bridge will 
split $500. The best times 
from Parmalee to Mio will 
split $250, and the best times 
from Foote Dam to Oscoda will 
split $500. To collect the 
sprint money, racers have to 
finish within four hours of the 
leaders. 


The race will start on Satur- 
doy night this year, July 28, 
instead of ona Friday night as 
in past years. The profes- 
sional race starts at 10 p.m. 
with a running start down 
Michigan and Peninsular 
Street. The amateur race star- 
ts ot 9 p.m. with a start from 
the Grayling State Bank.

Wild Fish Added Attraction 
At Grayling Fish Hatchery

Wild trout in the east bran- 
ch of the AuSable have found 
the food abundant where the 
stream flows through the 
Grayling Fish Hatchery. 
Visitors to the hatchery not 
only feed the 18,000 trout in 
the hatchery raceways, but 
they’ve also been throwing 

morsels to the wild fish. 
The results are fast grow- 
ing fish in both the hatchery 
raceways ond the east branch. 


In the hatchery, two to 
three inch rainbows delivered 
in May have doubled in weight 
and length. Six to nine inch 
rainbows have grown to nearly 
13 inches. And then there are 
the huge rainbows and brown 
trout that make the mouths of 
fishermen water. 

A big fat brown at the hat- 
chery weights about 16 poun- 
ds, according to Howard Hat- 
field, fish hatchery manager. 
Another brown weighs about 


15 pounds but there’s little 
fat on him, says Hatfield. 

This year more than 
11,000 persons have visited 
the hatchery tourist attrac- 
tion, which has no admission 
fee. Fish food is 10.cents for a 
handful or $1 for a bag and 
the water boils when the fish 
go after the food pellets. 

The hatchery is open 8 a.m. 
to 6 p.m. and porta-johns 
have been installed at the 
site. 


MESC To Close 19 Part-Time 
Unemployment Claims Sites 


Grayling is among 19 cities 
that will have part-time Mich- 
igan Employment Security 
Commission offices handling 
unemployment claims closed 
by July 6. Grayling was being 
serviced every other Wednes- 
day by workers from West 
Branch. 

The Grayling MESC job ser- 
vice office in the courthouse 
will maintain regular hours 
Monday, Tuesday, Wednes- 
doy, and Friday and will not be 
affected by the closings. 

In making the closings an- 
nouncement, MESC Director S. 
Martin Taylor said, the agency 
will save well over a quarter 
of a million dollars o year by 
closing these part-time claims 
sites in sparsely populated 
areas, 

“These closings = are 
another step as we attempt to 
bring our spending more in line 
with our reduced federal fund- 
ing,’’ Taylor said. ‘’Like other 
federally-funded agencies, 


MESC has experienced drastic 
budget cutbacks in recent 
years.” 

Taylor pointed out that the 
soon to be closed locations are 
open one day every other 
week or one or two days a 


week and they serve a small 
fraction - approximately three 
percent - of MESC’s statewide 
unemployment insurance 
claimsload. 

The part-time locations are 
in the following communities: 
Albion, Alden, Bruce Crossing, 
Cedarville (seasonal), Detour 
(seasonal), East Tawas, Glad- 
win, Grayling, Harrisville, 
Hillman, Honor, Howell, Ish- 
peming, Laurium, Manistique, 
Marine City, Mio, Oscoda and 
Rogers City. 

“Claimants who would 
receive their jobless benefits 


through these part-time loca- 
tions and who live more than 
25 miles from an MESC branch 
office will be offered the op- 
tion of receiving their unem- 
ployment checks by mail,’”’ 
Taylor said. 

Taylor explained that 
although MESC is a state 
agency, it receives its funding 
from the federal government 
through the U.S. Department 
of Labor (USDOL). To cope 
with federal budget cuts, the 
agency has trimmed its staff 
size by 2,500 over the past 
four years.

Voter’s Choice ballot question was 
recently unveiled with coordinators 
claiming the tax cut proposal would 
cause chaos and harm economic 
development. 

The group, calling themselves Pro- 
mote Michigan Committee, recently 
filed its organizational statement 
and Sister Monica Kostielney of the 
Michigan Catholic Conference and 
president of the group, said the goal 
was to raise “hundreds of thousands 
of dollars”’ to defeat the proposal. 

She said the group is composed of 
“business, labor, educational, reli- 
gious, and civic organizations who 
will work together, maybe even in 
harmony, to promote the economic 
development of the state.” 

Organizations already part of the 
group include retail and merchants 
associations, the AFL-CIO, Michi- 
gan Association of School Boards, 
Michigan Education Association 
and Ford Motor Company. 

Kostielney said the group was 
“still in embryonic stage” and 
hoped several other organizations, 
like the Chamber of Commerce and 
the Michigan Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation, would also support the ef- 
fort. 

Larry Meyer of the Michigan 


-, Retailers Association said he was 


supporting the group in part 
because of a concern that the 
Voter’s Choice type of proposal 
would lead to a shift to increased 
business taxes. 

And Hugh Masterson of Ford said 
the proposal may jeopardize. 1982 
increases in business unemployment 
taxes, which are required to pay off 
a federal debt. 

The amendment requires approval 
by voters or 80 percent majority of 
the Legislature of increased taxes, 
fees, charges, and assessments since 
1981. 

Kostielney, said opponents to the 
proposal are not denying the right of 
the public to have a say on taxes, 
but would be arguing against un- 
doing what the public, through its 
representatives, have already put in 


to retirees.

Whether the governor, who pro- 
posed last year’s 38 percent income 
tax increase, would be used in the 
anti-amendment campaign is a poli- 
tical judgment which has not been 
reached, she said. 

Proponents of the amendment say 
they have collected over 335,000 
petition signatures with a goal of 
over 400,000. To qualify for the 
ballot, they must collect 304,001 
valid signatures. 


Welfare Caseloads Show Decline 


Welfare caseloads in May declined 
for both Aid to Families with Depen- 
dent Children and General Assis- 
tance. 

The ADC caseload declined by 
2,873 to 241,110. GA dropped by 
2,117 cases to a total of 153,400.

Doodles From

A park visitor recently ask- 
ed about a plant which he 
believed to be sarsaparilla. {t 
turned out that we were both 
right because { did not think 
sarsaparilla grew in our area. 
The plant we identified is ac- 
tually a “false sarsaparilla 
because the true sorsaparilla 
grows in Honduras. In the 
past, the plant has been called 
shotbush, rabbit’s-root and 
wild licorice. The Indians used 
the root as an emergency food 
and as one of many plants 
with some medicinal proper- 
ties. 

The plant seems to rise 
directly from the roots so it is 
classed as being stemless; 
however, there is a short 
stem present. The leaves 
reach to slightly over a foot, 
are compound with three main 
sections, and each has three 
to five slender-stalked leaf- 
lets that may reach five in- 
ches long. The leaflet edges 
are saw-toothed. Aralia nudi- 
caulis {False  Sarsaparilla) 
usually blooms here in late 
May or early June. The very 
smail white flowers (slightly 
over a quarter inch across) 
furn into small purple-black 
berries borne in clusters. The 
root is strongly aromatic and 
is used as a substitute for true 
sarsaparilla, which is used for 
some of the flavoring in root 
beer.

woodlots 


Is your woodlot as well- 
cared for as your lawn an 
garden are? Contrary to 
some belief, Mother Nature 
alone does a poor job of 
Managing woodlots! Left 
untended, a woodlot 
becomes stagnant and un- 
productive. Such woodlots 
are often detrimental to 
wildlife. 

The first step in attem- 
pting to help your woodlot 
reach it’s potential, is for- 
mulating a forest 
management plan. A forest 
mamagement plan com- 
bines your goals (improved 
wildlife habitat, timber 
production, firewood yield, 
aesthetics, etc.) with sound 
forestry practices designed 
to achieve those goals. It 
outlines management steps 
for the present time and for 
future years. A covertype 
map and approximate 
acreages of each type are 
also important elements of a 
forest management plan. 

Forests grow very slowly 
compared to lawns and gar- 
dens, and recovery from 
neglect or misuse takes 
years. A management plan 
should precede any cutting 
in a woodlot, including 
firewood cutting. A forest 
management plan is the 
groundwork for taking good 
care of a valuable resource!

time needed in half to get 
trouble reports to the proper 
repair group.’ 

‘Customers wanting to 
report trouble will be able to 
contact the repair answer cen- 
ter toll free ui 1-800-524- 
1957. 

When a customer calls the 
centralized repair center to 
report trouble with telephone 
equipment, highly trained per- 
sonnel will use television- 
like terminals and keyboards 
to obtain immediate infarma- 
tion from the computer about 
the customer’s equipment and 
past service problems. The 
trouble report then can be 
sent, within seconds, to the 
proper repair group for action. 

“Previously, all trouble 
reports were written by hand 
and delivered to the work 
groups,’’ Kowalski said. ‘The 
new system is much more ef- 
ficient and will allow our 
repair people to solve prob- 
lems quickly — an average of 
three to four hours faster 
than with the old system.’’ 

“The Trouble Administra- 
tion System will provide ac- 
curate, timely information to 
our repair groups,’’ Kowalski 
said. ‘This is just one more

Ride usage over April's ridership. Of the 9,192 passengers 
carried during May, 1,682 were senior citizens and 229 rides were 
provided to physically handicapped individuals. 
‘Year-to-date, the Crawford County Dial-A-Ride system is 
averaging just under ten thousand passenger rides per month 
(9,906), Fifteen percent of the total ridership is represented by 
senior citizens, and very nearly two out of every hundred passen- 
gers is a physically handicaped individual. 
’ Grayling McNamara Airport experienced a 141% increase in 
total civilian air traffic for the month of May.

SYNOPSIS 


The May 31st adjourned meeting of the County Board recon- 
vened at 1:00 p.m. this date with all commissioners present. Also 
present were Assistant Prosecutor Sabin, all Commission on 
Aging members except Selesky and Cole, C.0.A. Director Gould, 
three NEMCSA representatives, three representatives from 
HUD, Grayling Housing Commission Chairperson Dorothy 
Latuszek and approximately 65 visitors and media represen- 
tatives. 

Kitchen explained the purpose of the joint session, which was to 
discuss community concerns and senior programs administered 
by the Commission on Aging, and outlined the procedure that 
would be followed by speakers. 

Commission on Aging President Jack Alef and Vice President 
Harrison Goodhue read a prepared statement outlining their in- 
terpretation of Commission on Aging events from its organiza- 
tion in 1965, to the present. Many questions were then raised, in- 
cluding how the .60 Mill levied for Commission On Aging has 
been used; amount and use of DSS and NEMCSA grants and the 
possibility of future use of the Housing Commission complex for 
senior programs. 

HUD representative Kathy Miles and Housing Commission 
Chairperson Latuszek spoke to the problems uncovered at the 
Housing Commission as a result of the dual use of the facility. 
Concerns included: 

--The per-unit cost at the complex, which because of utility 
costs, has placed the operation on the verge of bankruptcy. 

-—-The absence of an approved agreement between HUD and the 
C.0.A. on reimbursement for utility costs. 

—The disposition of bus and elevator funds, 

~The City’s obligations relative to Housing-Commisgsion leases 
and budgets. 

The history of purchases, repairs and gasoline bills for HUD 
vehicles, which cannot be reconciled with HUD records. 
—Questionable reimbursement for travel expenses when sub- 
sidized vehicles were used. 

-~The co-mingling of funds and programs, which resulted in the 
Housing Commission paying costs ineligible under their HUD 
Contract. 

Miles and Latuszek both indicated that monies spent on ineligi- 
ble costs will have to be recovered. 

John Swise of NEMCSA stated that a lack of communication 
has existed between NEMCSA, the C.O.A. and its director; and 
that no attempt has been made to renew the NEMCSA Contract, 
which expires in July.

State Police Explain 
Laws on Fireworks 


To help clear up the annual 
confusion over which fire- 
works are legal, the Michigan 
State Police offer some defini- 
tions and precautions to help 
Fourth of July celebrants have 
o safe and legal holiday. 

The only fireworks which 
may be sold at the retail level 
and used by the general public 
are restricted to: toy paper 
caps, snakes, toy smoke 
devices, toy trick noise 
makers, wire sparklers (size 
No. 14 or less), flitter spark- 
lers, and both cone and cylin- 
der fountains. 

Any other fireworks are 
illegal for sale and use unless 
proper permits ore obtained 
from the local governing body. 
Fireworks which send a projec- 
tile into the air, spin, twirl, or 
emit and audible signal (ex- 
cluding toy paper caps and 


trick noise makers) re illegal. 
Local jurisdictions may have 
more restrictive ordinances. 
Contact them for additional 
information. 

Fire marshal officers stress 
that many children, & adults 
as weil, are seriously burned 
or injured each yeor while 
playing with fireworks and 
emphasize that caution should 
be used. These safety pre- 
cautions are suggested: 

Make sure the fireworks 
are legal for use by local or- 
dinance and state law; 

Check for manufacturer's 
label and instructions for use 
on all fireworks - illegally 
manufactured fireworks rarely 
have either; 

Carefully follow 
tions for use; 

Provide adult supervision 
and don’t allow very young 


instruc-
